trade of Texas and Northern Louisiana that 
naturally belongs to this city,, and New Orie-

The reason for this is that’ the lines have not 
sought the most direct route to the South- 

west, but Have generally been extended 

westward before turning south. 

RAILROAD DISADVANTAGES. 

The Indian Territory offered no induce- 
ments to a railroad to build a line through 
it. Where it has been crossed it has simply 
been for the purpose of reaching some point 
beyond, and no profit has ever been derived 
from the part of the lines within its limits. 
Railroads running to the Southwest natur - 
ally wished to have as little milage within 
so unproductive a region as possible, and 
have therefore avoided crossing the Terri- 
tory in a diagonal direction. The re- 
sult has been that they have gone first 
into Kansas, and then turned south, making 
as nearly as possible a bee line through a 
country that is under present conditions 
practically a desert. A glance at the map 
will show how disadvantageous to St. Louis 
this system has been. For the Kansas trade 
Chicago has always been a formidable com- 
petitor, and freight that goes through Kan- 
sas can be taken to Chicago almost as 
cheaply as to St. Louis. 

AN EASY REMEDY. 

This state of affairs would never have 
existed had it not been for the Indian 
Territory, and would be soon remedied 
were the conditions that have prevented the 
development of the rich lands within its 
limits altered. Instead of endeavoring to 
avoid the territory, with its settlement rall- 
roads will push into every section of it for 
the purpose of securing the trade. That this 
will be done is proved by the experience of 
Kansas, a State of less natural wealth, but 
which is the second a the country as regards 
railway mileage. The effects of this will be 
instantly felt in St. Louis, not only as regards 
the Indian Territory, but also the country 
beyond. 

DIRECT LINES WANTED. 

What is wanted here are direct lines to the 
Southwest, and these would have to cross the 
territory in a diagonal Girection. Such lines 
would bring st. Louis much nearer the South- 


west and Mexico than itnow is, while leav- 
ing Chicago and Kansas City in the same po- 
sition that they now occupy.

FEVER SPREADS: 


Interest in the Hawaii Affair Increas- 
ing at Washingtom 
NEW LINES WILL BE DRAWN IN THE 
DISCUSSION IN CONGRESS. 


Arrival of the Uncle of the Heir Apparent 
to Lilioukalani’s Throne to Plead Her 
Cause With Harrison— The Policy 

Blaine Pursued in Reference to the 

Islands. 

WASHINGTON, D. CO., Feb. 8—Interest in 
the Hawalian affair is greatly heightened by 
the arrival here of Mr. Cleghorn, uncle 
of the heir-apparent to the thrown 
just vacated by Lilioukalani, and 
the coming of the Commissionersiof the new 
Republic to plead the cause of annexation to 
the United States with President Harrison 
and members of Congress. 

The annexation fever is now well-nigh epi- 
demic, andis not confined to friends of the 
present Administration alone. Prominent 
Democrats are voicing this policy as heartily 
as Republicans, and when the matter comes 
upfor discussion party lines will not be 
drawn as they are now. 


IT WAS BLAINE’S DREAM. 

An interesting chapter has come to light 
within the last day or two showing that the 
acquisition of the Sandwich Islands was a 
dream first evolved by Mr. Blaine and that, 
throughout his adminstration of the State De- 
partment, he strove untiringly to realize 
what was almost as deara project asthe 
comprehensive scheme of reciprocity with 
which heis more closely connected in the 
public mind. 

Secretary Foster, whois now as ardent an 
enthusiast on the annexation of Hawail as 
Mr. Biaine ever was, took his cue from the 
late Secretary, and is now striving to carry 
outand make the chief accomplishment of 
this Adminfstration the scheme originally 
devised by the dead statesman. 

Aslong ago as 1891, when Mr. Blaine was 
Secretary of State under President Garfield, 
his correspondence with the representatives 
of the United States in the Hawalian Islands 
showed that,thought he then discountenanced 
the idea of the immediate annexation of the 
Hawalian Islands, he followed this course be- 
cause he saw that the time was not ripe for 
the overthrow of a Government which was 
distinctly pro-English and in which Great 
Britain at that time had an even greater in- 
terest than the United States. 

Mr. Biaine’s correspondence shows dis- 
tinctly, however, that he was even then 
working to reduce the influence of the En- 
giish in the islands, andthe published docu- 
ments of the State Department give proof 
that he constantly warned the American 
representatives against British aggressions 
orthe assumption by any foreign power of 
jurisdiction or authority which might in the 
future prevent a realizationof the plan of 
annexation, 

When Mr, Blaine again came into the State 
Department he found that many changes had 
taken place since he relinquished the port- 


maa greacy + BE . de interests of the 
United States had increased in far greater 
proportion than those of any. other country, 
and the commerce between the United States 
and the islands had made them practically a 
commercial dependency ofthis Government. 
He also found that while the influence of the 
Hawallan Government was growing weaker 
with the people of the islands, its pro-En- 
gliish character was even more pronounced 
than it had been ten years before. 
THE QUEEN’S AFFILIATIONS. 

Queen Liliuokalanl has been educated in 
England, and was imbued with great ven- 
eration and respect for Englisn institutions. 
She recognized the fact that the opposition 
to her reign came almost entirely from those 
who were known to favor the annexation of 
the islands by the United States. 

Realizing all these things, Mr. Blaine saw 
that a revolution precipitated in the islands, 
followed by the voluntary or enforced appli- 
cation of the Queen, would leave the islands 
in the hands of a provisional government 
organized and controlled by annexationists. 
In order that he might be kept well informed 
of the developments in the islands through 
anagency which would not only be trust- 
worthy, but thoroughly loyal to him per- 
sonally, he selected as Minister to Hawali 
John L. Stevens, an old personal friend, who 
had been intimately associated with bim in 
journalism. 

Mr. Blaine’s plans were fully unfolded to 
Stevens, and from that day to this they have 
been developed with all the shrewdness and 
industry of which the Minister has been 
capable. Mr. Blaine foand in Secretary Tracy 
an admirer who was soon brought to his way 
of thinking regarding the policy of annexa- 
tion, and Mr. Blaine’s views were soon in- 
corporated ininstructions to the commana- 
ers of such American war vessels as from 
time to time visited Honolulu. 

It has been the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment to keep a Vessel at Honolulu through- 
out the year, and the purpose of Blaine's 
plan is known to have been fully understood 
by Queen Liliuokalani, who chose the first 
opportunity for broachinganew constitu- 
tion when the United States steamer Boston 
left the harbor and was supposed to be ab- 
sent on an extended cruise. 

Mr. Blaine’s falling health made it neces- 
sary for him to withdraw from the active 
work of the State Department, but it is 
known now that even when matters of 
greater importance were being managed by 
the President and Acting Secretary Foster 
Mr. Blaine was still manipulating the 
Hawalian situation with a view to the ulti- 
mate realization of his dream of acquisition. 

Astime went by, however, Mr. Blaine’s 
weakness increased, the complications of the 
presidential campaign made it desirable for 
him to leave the State Department, and he 
officially surrendered his porfollo, and with 
it his ambitious schemes. 

But Secretary Foster has faithfully followed 
Mr. Blaine’s lead in the Hawalian affair. He 
is to-day as ardent an enthusiast as Mr. 
Blaine ever was. 

‘Itisacurtous coincidence that Mr. Blaine 
should have died upon the very day the com- 
mission appointed to seek annexation ar- 
rived in this country. 


THE TORY VIEW OF ANNEXATION. 

LonDON, Feb. 3.—A correspondent has had 
an interview with Baron Henry Deworms, 
Conservative member of Parliament for the 
East Toxteth division of Liverpool and Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary of the Colonial 
office in the late administration of Lord 
Salisbury. Baron Deworms is regarded as 
being thoroughly in the confidence of the 
Conservative leaders, especially as to 
their foreign policy, a subject with 
which he is widely conversant. In reply to 
inauiries Baron Deworms said that he had 
long expected the troubles which had broken 
out in Honolulu.

THEY HAVE AN APPEAL, 


Important Decision in St. Louis, Keokuk 
& Northwestern Condemnation Proceed - 
ings. 

Circuit Clerk Zepp this afternoon received 
atelegram from John G. Chandler, attorney 
for the St. Louis, Keokuk & North- 
western Railway, stating that the 
Supreme Court at Jefferson City had 
awarded a supersedeas and appeal inthecase 
ofthat company against the Knapp-Stout 
Lumber Co., now pending in Judge Harri- 
son's court. 

The decision is of great importance, as it 
affects the rights of some thirty litigants ana 
about $321,000 now deposited in the Circuit 
Court and placed out on special deposit at 3 
and (per cent interest. The cases arose out 
of condemnation proceedings and the rail. 
road company deposited the above amount 
incourtto cover damages assessed by the 
commissioners in the case. 

The railroad company sued the dif- 
ferent property owners on the 
ground that the damages awarded 
were excessive. Judge Harrison 
after trying the case before a jury ordered 
the money turned over to the 
property owners, and from this judgment 
the railroad company wish to take an 
appeal. He held that they could not do this. 
Summary proceedings were then instituted 
in the Supreme Court and to-day 
that court decides that an ap- 
peal does lie and hence the cases 
must be sent up to be tried on their merits. 
There are similar cases set in Judge Dilion’s 
Court which are affected by this decision,

The taking of testimony in the O’ Nei- Joy 
contest was commenced in Notary Duggan’s 
office this morning. Six or eight witnesses 
were examined, whose votes on the recount 
had been claimed by both contestants, and 
who, by mutual agreement, were allowed to 
swear to their intention when they cast their 
vote. Some of these ballots have been de- 
scribed in the notes to be submitted to the 
Congressional Committee, who will be asked 
to decide as to their legality. 

PAID FOR COLORED REGISTRATION. 

w. J. Vinegar, formerly Secretary of the 
Colored Republican Club, testified that he had 
been paid 50 cents each by the Republican 
City Central Committee for every vote he 
could add to the registration list. In this way 
he succeeded in adding about 200 Republican 
votes to the list, and tothe best of his belief 
a total of about 8,000 votes had been so added 
and paid for. He also gave the names of 
about a dozen others who had been engaged 
in this work. All the names so added 
he believed to have been those of 
persons legally entitled to vote, He gave the 
names of eight or ten men marked on the 
lists as having voted for Joy, who, he knew, 
had moved from their registered place of 
abode before the election, and who were, 
therefore, not entitled to vote. 
On cross-examination he, however, 
became considerably mixed up as 


to how he had discovered this fact, and 
failed to remember the names ot the parties 
who had furnished him with the information. 
He and his companion had been asked by Mr. 
O'Neill to look the matter up, but so far he 
had received no compensation for so doing, 
but expected to be paid. 

Mr. O’ Neill, he said, had promised to make 
it ‘‘allright’’ with him. A few days ago, the 
same day on which Mr. O'Neill furnished Mr.

OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The Prelates Urged to Assist the Apos- 
tolic Delegate in His Work— The Great 
Growth of the Church in America 
Pointed Out-A Comparison With 
Europe—Story From Rome About Mgr. 
O' Connell. 


Roux, Feb. 3.—The Holy Congregation of 
the Propaganda has addressed the following 
declaration tothe Roman Catholic Bishops 
in the United States: 

Most Iilustrious and Most Reverend Sirs: 

The Supreme Pontiff has many reasons of sadness 
on account of the distresses which the impudent en- 
deavors of wicked men are trying to bring upon 
Christianity especially in Kurope. On 
the other hand it is 2 great con- 
solatien to him to see the increase ef Catholicism, 
with God's aid, elsewhere in the world. 
This is especially true of the great re- 
public, for where scarcely a century ago there 
was hardly a vestige of Catholicity, we see now 
the church flourishing in the great numberof its 
faithful, in its institutions of government, its orders 
and hierarchy, and its large senate of bishops. En- 
couraged, therefore, the Pontiff not only 
follows with great interest the things 
pertaining to the good of religion in these parts, 
but has tried toshow his great solicitude. When

In the case of Senator Plumb ss 
for transportation expenses alone on ac- 
count of his funeral the sum of $1,548, and the 
other expenses amounted to over$i,000 more. 
But that is by no means all of the expense. 

The report of the Public Printer, issued 
from the Government Printin ce, shows 
that merely the cost of printing the eu 
delivered in Congress on the late 8. S. Cox of 
New York was $10,812, exclusive of the cost of 
distribution. But a day was wasted when 
the eulogies were delivered. 

Then in addition, Congress appropriates to 
the heirs of the deceased the remainder of 
his salary for the term, notwithstanding 
that another Congressman is ap who 
draws a salary.

FOR WIFE MURDER. 


W. Holmes Expiated His 
Brutal Crime To-Day. 


Wallace 


HE IS SAID TO HAVE BURIED HIS VIC- 
TIM WHILE STILL ALIVE. 


Hanged at Springfield, Mass., at 10:25 A. 
M.—A Shocking Triple Tragedy at Sea 
Recalled by Efforts to Extradite Mate 
Morrison—Robbed a Bank Messenger 
in London—Crime Briefs. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb. 8.—Wallace W. 
Holmes, the wife murderer, was hanged at 
15:20 o’clock this morning. 

On election day in November, 1891, the body 
of Wallace Holmes’ wife, wno had been miss- 
ing two months, was found in the cellar of 
his house on a lonely road near the outskirts 
of Chicopee. According to the testimony of 
his 9-year-old son, Harry, Holmes became 
involved in a quarrel with his wife over some 
trivial matter. Inhis rage he dragged her 
out of ber bed and kicked and beat her until 
she became unconscious. At the post-mor- 
tem examination sand was found in the 
lungs, indicating that she had been buried 
alive. 

When the neighbors made inquiries as to 
what had become of his wife. Holmes told 
them that she had eloped with aformer ad- 


mirer. But, ashe had often made threats 
against her life, the neighbors became 
suspicious and, on instituting a search. 
found the body buried inthe cellar. He was 
then arrested and in last June tried and con- 
victed. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which sustained the finding 
of the lower court. The death sentence was 
pronounced Oct. 28. Since then Holmes has 
admitted his gullt. He was born at st. 
Albans, Vt., and served in the 6th Vermont 
Infantry in the war. 


KILLED HIS COUSIN. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 3. —Parke Putney, 
a boy 16 years old, shot and instantly killed 
his cousin, Rainsford Kilgore, at the latter’s 
home in this city Thursday. The Putney boys’ 
parents live in Peorla, but he has been 
employed as a cliersz in a drug store here. He 
stopped atthe home of the Kilgores. Last 
nignt he and his young cousin 
were sporting about the kitchen 
and Mrs. Kilgore was pronouncing 
words for the boys.to spell. Putney had an 
old revolver which he flourished and pointed 
at Kilgore’s head. It exploded and the ball 
went entirely through the Kilgore boy’s 
skull, causinginstant death. Young Putney 
seemed crazed when he saw his deed. and 
tried to cut his throat with an old pair of 
scissors. Being prevented he then rusied to 
the drug store where he was employed, and 
had almost succeeded in swallowing a large 
dose of morphine when discovered. He is 
still deranged. 


ROBBED A BANK MESSENGER. 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.—A thief, to whose identity 
the police have as yet no clew, perpetrated a 
smart robbery on a bank messenger to-day. 
The messenger was carrying a bagcontaining 
£700 in gold to a cab from the head office of 
the City Bank, at No, 5 Threadneedle 
street, for conveyance to the branch 


office at No. 34 Old Bond street. The mes- 
senger as he reached the cab was accosted 
by a well-dr@ssed man, who said that he had 
been sent fröm Old Bond street to assist him. 
The messenger thought he recognized the 
man as in the service of the Old Bond street 
branch, and he handed the man the bagof 
gold and went back to bring a bag of silver 
tothe cab. When the messenger got to the 
cab with the bag of silver the man who had 
accosted him was nowhere to be seen.

Under thecity charter the powers and 
functions of county courts not specially 
provided for are vested in the Municipal 
Assembly. The Assembly has delegated 
the power of granting saloon licenses 
to the Collector. This is distinctly 
a judicial function as it involves ques- 
tions of law in determining the sufficiency 
of petitions and propriety of issuing 
licenses under the dramshop laws. In a 
school board case in which the author- 
ity of the Municipal Assembly 
to delegate judicial powers to 
the Comptroller was raised Judge Thayer 
decided that it could not do so. He laid 
down the general principle that no 
powers involving judicial acts could 
be delegated to a ministerial officer. 
The Collector is a ministerial officer, 
yetin the passing upon dramshop peti- 
tions and granting licenses he performs 
judicial functions. There is excellent 
legal authority for the assertion that, if a 
test case should be brought, the unconsti- 
tutionality of the Collector’s power could 
be established and the illegality of every 
license issued by him shown. Thus the 
whole dramshop license system in this city 
coula be blocked. 

The proof of the impropriety and ineffi- 
ciency of the present system of dramshop 
license collection should be sufficient to 
convince the Legislature of the necessity of 
a change. If that does not suffice, how- 
ever, a clinching argument may be found, 
we believe, in its illegality.

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WHEREFORE} 


As the Post-D1IsPATOCH surmised it would 
the British bugaboo in the Sandwich 
Islands has turned out to be a thing of 
shreds and patches. The fire-eating states-

In replying to questions concerning the 
attitude of Great Britain with respect to 
the revolution in Hawaii, Sir Edward Gray, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign 
Office, rendered the position of the British 
bugaboo shouters particularly humiliating 
and heaped coals of fire on their heads by 
stating that the Government will send no 
warships to the Sandwich Islands, and 
considers the lives and property of British 
subjects safe under American protection. 
He further declared that his Government 
had made no protest regarding the islands 
to the Government at Washington. This 
effectually disposes of European interfer- 
ence, as no continental nation is likely to 
want what Great Britain does not care for. 

Knowing, therefore, that there is no 
fighting tobe doneand that we can do 
what we please in Hawaii, perhaps we can 
come to a calm consideration of the ques- 
tion. We have nothing to do except view 
the matter from the standpoint of Amer- 
Mican statesmanship and determine our 
course in the light of just principles and 
sound policy. We can, dispassionately 
consider the right and count the cost of 
annexation now and in future, 

The fact that the revolution was a busi- 
ness enterprise and that the request for 
annexation comes from a small percentage 
of the population and a few greedy spec- 
ulators who see a chance for personal gain 
in the change has been thoroughly 
exposed. Annexation would profit these 
mon; but its henefits to this country are 
hot apparent. It would involve a radical

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The ancestry of John K. Crump, who has 
been raising a rumpus because, as he alleges, 
his children were not received in the public 
schools for white children, seems to be of 
a peculiarly convenient strain. It is white 
or black as the occasion demands. 
Crump is himself a man of nondescript color. 
He could pass for a white man, but seems to 
prefer to pass for a black one when his inter- 
ests are at stake. Among the colored people 
he is Known as a negro, among the white 
he would § fain be considered not 
black, and it remains for the 
courts to decide whether he is Caucasian or 
negro. Crump recently caused to be issued a 
writ of mandamus to compel the School 
Board to admit his children to the schools 
attended by white children, on the ground 
that they are French creoles 
with a sprinkling of Indian 
blood and not negroes. * The school 
Board in its return sets forth that the stat- 
utes of 1889, sec. 8,002, only compel it to pro- 
vide separate schools for children of Cau- 
casian descent and those who come down 
from African ancestry, and contends that 
children who do not fall under either of those 
heads may be placed in the public schools as 
the board may decide to be proper. 
By representing that his children were not of 
African descent Crump secured their admis- 
sion to the Uarr-Lane school, but the chil- 
dren there objected to being associated with 
them and it was found necessary to transfer 
them tothe Hamilton School. Here the same 
objection was raised, and in order to preserve 
discipline the youngsters were told to goto 
some other school. The father is exceed- 
ingly indignant at this, and insists upona 
judicial test of his blood, and ofthe right of 
the School Board under the law. This will 
be had on the 224 of next month. 

GOT APPOINTED AS A NEGRO. 

In the midst of this contention it is of in- 
terest to know that Crump holds a position 
under the Federal Government. He is a 
postal clerk in the rallway mall service, and 
has run on the St. Louls & fan Francisco 
road from St. Louis to Monett. At present 


he is out ofthecity. It is also interesting to 
know that he got into the Federal service on 
the strength of the very fact which he now 
denies, namely that he was a representative 
of the colored people.

BLAINE’S GRAVE. 


Guard Placed About It to Prevent Dese- 
cration by Vandals. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—Strange as it 
may appear it has become necessary to 
place a guard around Mr. Blaine's grave at 
Oak Hill Cemetery to prevent curious per- 
sons from despolling the mound of its cov- 
ering of flowers. It was found the 
flowers were rapidly disappearing from 
the mound, despite the rigid rules of the 
cemetery company prohibiting removing 
flowers from the cewetery. Large crowds 
have visited the grave dally, and the majori- 
ty of visitors being women, and Unscrupulous 
ones, would seize their opportunity to pluck 
a handful of flowers, which they would con- 
ceal under their wraps until they passed out 
the cemetery gate. One well-dressed 
woman was caught with six bunches 
of violets and compelied to replace 
them. Finally one of the employes of the 
cemetery was placed on guard at the grave 
to remain until the gates re closed. In 
contrast to this spirit of vandalism is the fact 
that in the last two or three days quite a 
number of women, strangers at that, have 
visited the cemetery and placed flowers on 
the grave, saying that they had never known 
Mr. Blaine personally but were admirers of 
his character and ability.

The ax struck the top of the cabin in the 
circle it described, and the mark made by the 
blow is plalnly evident. Several dents in the 
woodwork of the cabin show where the 
Chinaman plied the ax. 

Mrs. Buckley, in spite of her wound, man- 
aged to crawl into her husband’s room. she 
was founc dead upon the floor beside the mu- 
tilated body of her husband. 

Just as Joe Yung struck Mrs. ‘Buckley a 
large dog, which was her special pet, seized 
him. The Chinaman struckthe dog, nearly 
cutting him in two. Then he ranouton 
deck, where Morrison hadall the time been 
on guard, odlivious tothe commotion going 
oninthecabin. The Chinaman ran into the 
deck -house, and the mate called all the crew 
(thirteen men) on deck. Someofthem went 
down into the cabin, and when told by the 
mate that the Chinaman had done it, started 
for the culprit. 

Yung heard them coming and dashed out of 
the deck-house, leapea over the rail and dis- 
appeared. Mate Morrison sent his men down 
into the cabin and arranged the bodies for 
burial at once. At 9 o’clock the same 
the bodies of Capt. Buckley and his wife were 
buried at sea. u hour later Mate Mo 2 
appeared on deck clad in the captain’s 
clothes, wearing his watch and chal and 
smoking his cigars. 

The crew were suspicious from the first and 
signs of mutiny were evident.

A BURGLAR’S RECORD. 


Confession of the Cracksman, Mitchell, 
Arrested in Prooklyn. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., Feb. 3.—The full confes- 
sion of Cracksman John W. Mitchell, who 
saysthat he has committed 100 burglaries 
within the past eighteen months, is an inter- 
esting record of crime. To the officers the 
burglar sald: 

en the past eighteen months I have com- 
mitted over 100 burglaries in Brooklyn and 
Newark. Those were nothing, though, toa 


job I did in Chicago ten or twelve years ago 
when I cracked a bank and stole $40.009 in 
bonds. The bonds I afterwards sold for 
$32,000. With the money I made a trip around 
the world. 

Two years ago lI landed in New York with 
but $200 of my swag. Then I started in to 
‘steal.’ I mean hy this that I Started in on 
Small jobs, whichare scarcely worth the 
name of ‘Durgiaries.’ 

One day I met the present Mrs. Mitchell 
in City Hall Park. I spoke to her; we talked. 
I made love; she accepted me, After a court- 
ship of two hours! leithe woman into the 
presence of ‘sojer’ Flynn, the Alderman who 
used to do all the marrying at the City Hall, 
and he made us man and wife. 

My objectin marrying Nellie was to use 
herasan inside accomplice. My plan was 
for her to hire out to service and open the 
door for me at night, sothat I could steal her 
employer’s property. But the woman was 
obstinate, She wouldn’t help me inthis way, 
and it was as much as ever Icould do to get 
her to pawn any plunder. She had to be 
driven to dot by threats. I would tell her 
that I would cut her throat Ifshe didn’t doit, 
andthen she would start out and dispose of 
the stuff. 

1 have often entered houses that were 
guarded by the flercest of watchdogs. It’s 
easy enough. I would take off my shoes. A 
stockings and go away. I’ve tried it again 
and again.’’ 

Of the articles which have been recovered 
and are now at police headquarters, the 
three ladies of Newark, whose names have 
already been given in connection with the 
puzzling robberies, have identified their 
property, 

Mitchell told Inspector \'cLaughlin yester- 
day that he had stolen over one hundred 
overcoats and over one hundred. pieces of 
Silverware from houses in Newark and 
Brooklyn. 

Newark and Brooklyn are places as soft 
as pie to work,’’ says Mitchell, ‘‘for the 
police in those towns are not fly.“ 

Mitchell says he is 45 years of age. Thirty- 
four Mrs. Mitchell gives as her age. His 
trade Mitchell gives as that of a tailor. 

In their house was founda lot of plunder 
anda set of burglar’s implements, complete 
in variety and fineness of make. 

Already fifteen burglarles in Newark and 
fifteen in Brooklyn have been brought home 
to the daring thief. 

Mitchell said, when questioned last night, 
that hecouldn’t recollect the name of the 
Chicago bank which he says he robbed of 
$40,000in bonds, Sofar asthe police know 
he has never been arrested before.

ALLOWS INTEREST ON ALL DEPOSITS, 
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THE sMOKE ORDINANCES. 


Some Loopholes Through Which They 
May Be Rendered Ineffective. 
Ordinances 134 and 135, known as the smoke 
supervision ordinances, have been finally 
passed upon by the Council, that 
body having concurred in the amend- 
ment of the Lower House, and the Mgyor’s 


signature is all that remains now to make 
thema law. Although the provisions are 
not all that could be desired, they are wel- 
come asan opening wedge and if properly 
enforced will be productive of much good. 
The fault that one would naturally 
find, if disposed to cayil.is that too much 
opportunity is given forthe work of favor- 
itism or influence inthe matter of prosecu- 
tions. Ordinance 184 makes the emission of 
black or dense gray smoke a nuisance 
or misdemeanor and provides a fine 
of not less than 310 or more 
than $50 for the offense, This provision, if 
unhampered, would give tu every citizen ‘the 
right toinstitute a prosecution against any 
offender under the ordinance, but the man- 
ner of prosecution is circumscribed by or- 
dinance 135, which defines ways and means 
by which smoke abatement must be ac- 
complished: 

In the first place a board of three commis- 
sioners isto be appointed whoshall study 
* present situation and report to the Board 

Publi lic Improvements within four 
„ the condition and, liabilities under 
which manufacturers and others cannot 
wholly or reasonably prevent the occasion 
production and emission of dense visibie 
smoke. In other words, they are to estab- 
lish regulations limiting and  defin- 
ne permissible smoke emissions, These 

ulations when approved are to be pub- 
iis edand constitute instructions to guide 
ana limit the officials charged with the en- 
forcement of the ordinance, 

After the bill becomes a law three inspect- 
orsareto be appointed, who areto coliect 
evidence of facts in cases of violation 
of the ordinance and submit them to 
the President of the Boara of 
Public Improvements. If they meet with 
his approval, the evidence is turned over to 
the City Attorney, who is to institute the 

rosecution. This cuts off the citizen from 

coming a direct prosecutor. The limits of 
prosecution are defined by the commission- 
ers, and the fact of prosecution will depend 
on the willingness and Zeal of three officials, 
the inspector, the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements and the City Attorney.

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AUDIENCES WITH THE POPE. 


The Message Said to Have Been Con- 
veyed to Mgr. O' connell. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—A Rome correspondent 
in writing toa catholic paper published in 
this city among other things says: The 
Right Reverend Record of the North Ameri- 


can College on Jan. 11, the day succeeding his 
arrival from America, presented himself at 
the Vatican to demand an immediate audi 
ence with his holiness, under plea of having 
important. information to communicate. 
Be it remarked en passant that the 
Pope has made so clearly known his de- 
termination to receive neither information 
counsel, nor suggestions outside the. official 
channels, unless he himself asks for the 
same, that not even the members of the 
sacred college presume to proffer such un- 
sought. The Grand Papal Chamberlain 
made known to the rector the utter impos- 
sibility of acceding to his request, viewing 
the factthat the hours were all filled and 
the regularly appointed audiences in course 
of reception. After some useless insistance, 
the rector begged that the Pope might be 
besought to admit him to his presence that 
evening, it being imperative that he 
should see his holiness. The Grand 
Chamberlain promised to take the orders of 
the Pope, and should he consent to see the 
American rector, the latter would receive 
the oficial notification in time for that even- 
ing. No official notification arriving, Mgr. 
O'Connell repaired the following morning to 
the Vatican, to be informed bythe Grand 
Chamberlain, who regulates the audiences, 
that he had referred the request to the Pope 
and received this answer: The sends 
his kind regards to 6 O'Connell, who he 
is pleased to hear has returned safely to 
Rome; his holiness is greatly occupied at 
present and when he requires any informa. 
tion on any subject from Mgr. O’Conneil he 
will have him summoned to his presence.“
